LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

VACCINATION 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  doctors,  who  are  paid 
by  the  County  Council.  4 Primary  Vaccinations,  and  7 re- 
vaccinations were  recorded  during  the  year. 

IMMUNISATION . 

This  service  is  also  carried  out  by  the  local  doctors, 
who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  their  record  cards.  58  children  under  5 years  were 
immunised  during  the  year,  and  178  children  received  re-inf orc- 
ing  injections. 

Other  arrangements  for  Local  Health  Services  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council.

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE 
AND  ATTENTION. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 


WATER 


With  the  exception  of  a few  outlying  areas , the  whole  of 
the  Borough  has  a mains  supply.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses 
supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  main  is  1 ,240  and  no 
houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  they  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  supply  was  sufficient  even  during  the  exceptionally 
dry  summer,  and  no  limitation  was  made  of  the  amount  of  water 
used  by  consumers. 

Subsequent  to  the  public  enquiry  in  October,  consent  has 
been  obtained  for  the  construction  of  a Trunk  Main  from  the 
PEscelly  Water  Board’s  Supply,  and  a Service  Reservoir  for 
Tenby.  This  reservoir  will  increase  the  storage  capacity  by 
five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  gallons,  giving  a total  storage 
of  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  gallons,  and  will  also  allow 
for  development  of  the  Borough  to  take  place  above  the  present 
limit  of  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  renewal  of  a penstock  and  tidal  flap  to  enable  control 
of  the  times  of  discharge  of  sewage  through  the  Western  Outfall 
was  effected. 

A public  enquiry  was  held  in  October  into  the  Council's 
application  for  loan  sanction  for  additional  sewers  at  Park 
Road  and  The  Green  to  prevent  flooding  of  premises  during  heavy 
6torms . 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  daily  in  the  centre  of  the 
town,  and  twice  weekly  elsewhere.  It  is  disposed  of  by 
uncontrolled  tipping  on  land  near  Marsh  Farm.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  a covered  refuse  collection 
vehicle. 


HOUSING. 

The  remaining  16  out  of  the  first  46  houses  on  The  Glebe 
Estate  were  completed  and  occupied.  None  of  the  24  houses 
under  the  second  contract  was  completed,  but  progress  was  made 
on  all  of  the  houses. 


FOOD. 


A total  of  71  inspections  was  made  to  food  premises. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  as  a result  of  improvement 
in  methods  of  sterilization  and  the  arrival  of  apparatus  which 
had  been  on  order,  there  was  marked  improvement  in  the 
bacteriological  standard  of  ice-cream  samples.  The  results 
for  the  year,  based  on  the  recommended  provisional  grades  were:- 

Grade  1 . Grade  2.  Grade  3.  Grade  4.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the 
laboratory  test  itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  the  bacteriological  results  on  any  given  sample.  Judgment 
should  be  based  rather  on  a series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested 
that  over  a six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent,  of  a vendor's 
samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grade  1 or  2, 
not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  39  and  none  into  Grade  4. 

It  was  reported  early  in  the  year  that  mussels  were  being 
collected  on  a commercial  basis  from  the  area  surrounding  the 
Royal  Victoria  Pier,  and  the  Eastern  Outfall.  Samples  of  these 
mussels  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination , and  they  were 
found  to  be  only  30%  clean,  and  to  contain  Clostridium  Welchii 
as  well  as  Bact.  Coli.  An  undertaking  was  given  by  the  Collector 
that  all  mussels  would  be  sterilized  before  sale,  at  a plant  in 
Laugharne.  Samples  taken  after  treatment  were  all  found  to  be 
sterile . 

Small  quantities  of  unfit  food  were  surrendered  on  31 
occasions .

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Regular  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  refuse  tip  and  prompt 
attention  to  all  complaints  were  maintained  during  the  year. 

In  August,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the 
Council  arranged  a Civic  Service  Exihition.  The  attendance 
included  a large  proportion  of  young  people.
